HE note which the Soviet 
government = despatched 
to the Big ‘Threo last month 
on tho Middle Enst, and the: 
type of proposals which its 
contained, represent a stan- 
dard propaganda = device ' 
designed In part to mislead , 
the gullible, but chiefly to: 
provide a smokescreen for 
Russian machinations which 
threaten more than any- 
thing else the peace of the 
world. All Soviet “pence 
proposals” are invested with 
eynivism and dishonesty of 
purpose. 


Moscow's Middle Bast plan, 
which the United States, 
Britain and France have 
rejected, is a typical example, 
Russia proposes a four- 
power declaration of prit- 
elples which she herself is 
daily violating. Moreover 
they are principles which 
the Big Three have publicly 
enunciated on a number of 
occasions, and which they 
are, in fnet, putting into 
practical effect. They are 
the principles of the United 
Nations charter, 


EJECTION of the Sovict 
proposals will not bring 
about any deterioration in 
the Middle East situation, 
but thelr acceptance and im- 
plementation would — as- 
huredly have the effect of 
further jeopardising peace 
in that area. There ix no 
Intention on the part of 
Russla to wbandon the quest 
for increasing her Influence 
In the Middle East, and to 
further her economic and 
political penetration of the 

« Arab states, 

The measure of sincerity 
behind the Russian pro- 
posaia of an orms embargo 
for the Middle East is best 
giuged by the fact that 
while this proposition was 
being put on paper for the 
edification of the world, 
Moscow was pouring war 
weapons into Egypt and 
Syria, and she bas since 
resumed thia traffic, Nor ix 
there any dearth of Russian 
“advisers” in these — two 
‘countries. Russia's arms 
embargo proposal is a deli- 
bernte phoney.

tended without conditions, 
for this in the busin of 
Western aid already ex- 
tended to the area and is:

SENTENCE 
TO STAND 


To a drug trafficker who 
pleaded that he wus @ poor maz 
and a sick man, the Chief Justice 
Mr Justice M, J. Hogan, in the 
Appeal Court Us morning re- 
minded him “The trafMe in 
which you are cngaged is one 
which Js calculated to make 
nuiny other people both poor 
land sick, It is a very damaging 
and a very dangerous traffic,” 

Situng with Mr Justice J, R. 
Grezy on the Full Court, the 
Chict Justice refused to vary 
the sentence of five years pass- 
ed by District Judge Charles on 
Mohammed Saiin Khan 
month for possession of and im~ 
porting raw opium, Khan 
arrived in Hongkong by plane 
from Karachi with 14% pounds 
ofthe drug, ¢ 

Asking for a reduction of the 
sentence, Khan pleaded that he 
had TB, very little money and 
that If he stayed in Hongkong 
for five years there would be 
no one to support his children 
at home. He claimed that he 
did not know that the drug was 
In his luggage, “but 1 cannot 
prove it.” he added. 

APPEAL DISMISSED 

The Full Court also dismissed 
unother appeal brought by Li 
Kau who wus given two years 
by District Judge K. R. Macfet 
on January 28 for robbery with 
violence. 

Li contended there was uc 
evidence to support his convic- 
tion and that statements were 
wrongly admitted because he 
was forced to make them. 

Alternatively, he asked for a 
reducticn of the sentence, 

The Full Court held there was 
suficient evidence and that 
there was no reason to vary the 


. sentence. 


The Chief Justice remarked 
that Li and two other men con- 
fronted the complaint, a middic- 
aged woman, afd resorted to 
force to, achieve their ends, 

The Full Court partially 
lowed on appeal a; een- 
tence brought by Chan On who 
was sentenced by Judge Macfee 
in February to four years for 
wounding with intent, and a 
further six months to possession 
of a dagger. ; 

These two scntences were 
made concurrent by the Full 
Court alter Crown Counsel, Mr 
W. S, Collter agreed: that the two 
charges were really one offence. 

A “MERE FIGHT” 

A co-accused, Leung Hol, who 
was also given four years on the 
wounding’ charge, was refused 
his appeal against sentence. 

. Both appellants saig that the 
incident was a mere fight, but 


the Court noted that the victim | 2 


was nearly killed, having his 
jugular vein cut and that it was 
the uce who called to the 
victim and attacked him when 
he turned round,

Widow Testifies In 
Murder Trial 


A widow, giving evidence this morning at the 
trial of a police constable charged with murder, said 
that the constable had told her that if she did not go 
with him he would kill her husband, 

The accused is Li Hon, 26. He is charged before Mr 
Justice C. W. Reece at the Criminal Sessions with the 
murder of Ho Sek-lun, whom he is alleged to have shot 
with his service revolver at the Tai Hang Tung Resettle- 
ment Area in the early hours of November 28 last year. 


Mr D. E, Greenfield, Crown 
Counsel, Is prosecuting. Mr 
Vv. L, J. D'Alton ts defendipe 
Li, instructed by Hastings and 
Co, a 

Cross-examined this morning 
the widow, Chan King, sat 
that during the early hours of 
November 28, she got up from 
bed and went . down stairs to 
the ground floor. The reason 
She got up, she sald, was be- 
cause her husband was late in 
rdturning from’ the latrine. 

Also, witness said, someone 
had knocked at the door of her 
room earlier and had tried to 
open the door, 

Chan sald her husband had 
the habit of using the latrine 
on the ground floor because the 
one on the first floor was always 
in a wet condition, 


THREAT TO KILL 
Mr D'Alton then = asked 
witness what motive she could 
Suggest for the alleged murder. 
Chan replied that accused told. 
her on one occasion that if she 
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did not go with him he would 
kill her husband. 

She went on to say that he 
wanted her to stay with him 
ond she had refused. 

Further questioned, Chan sald 
that when she first noticed the 
accused about the resettlement 
orea she told her husband about 
him and how she had previously 
been living with the accused. 

Her husband, witness stated, 
told her to ignore the accused. 

Chan said there had becm no 
actual dispite or fight between 
her husband and the accused. 

She said the constable had 
forced her to live with him 
some years ago, She was not 
working at the time, Accused 
had promised to support her if 
she lived with him, but in fact 
he did not give her any money. 


"SAW POLICEMAN 


Questioned ence more on the 
events on November 28, the 
widow sald it was between 4.40 
and 4.45 am. when she reached 
the bottom of the stairs on the 

nd floor, 

Immediately after, she said, 
she saw her husband in the 
Javatory. He came out and she 
saw a policeman standing in the 
open space outside near the 
entrance. 


Witness said the, policeman 
was facing her direction, When 
her husband came out of the 
lavatory, the policeman turned 
and faced him, , 

Shortly after this, the. two 
men walked away and out of 
sight. Then she heard the re- 
port of a gun. This happencd 
before 5 a.m. 

Hearing is proceeding.

Te ealtion to these new ser- 
vices and to the steady require- 
ments of maintenance, a con- 
siderable amount of work has 
been occasioned by removals of 
telephone services from one 
address to another, A record 
number of over 6,000 such re- 
movals were requested and 
carried out, 

300 MILES OF WIRE 

There was also a considerabic 

demand for private branch ex- 
changes and 67 switchboard of 
various sizes were installed 
throughout the year, The work 
described above has necessitated 
thy installation of over 300 miles 
of wire tn subscribers’ premises 
‘alone. 
.In ration for further 
extensions to the main Kowloon 
Exchanges and: to East and! West 
Exchanges on Hongkong ,Island, 
a number of cable extension 
schemes were carried out, re- 
sulting in the addition of nearly 
50 miles of underground cable, 
representing over 7,000 circuit 
miles. . 

Although the West Exchange 
Building 13, as yet, incomplete, 
by making special rrrangements 
it became possible’ to compicte 
the’ first fioor in August, 1956, 
and thus to commence the In- 
stallation of a new 12,000 line 
Exchange.
